Already the leaders of the proletariat 
organization \ . ho escaped rapture Sat­ 
urday night at the Economic society, 
and even men of th * rank of Professor 
MilukolY are in hiding from the police 
who are hunting them down. 
The 
government 
evidently 
anticipates 
a 
battle royal and has made its disposi­ 
tions. 
accordingly. 
It fully under­ 
stands that the proletariat will give 
blow for blow' in answer to the whole­ 
sale arrests. 
The 
workmen's 
council 
and 
the 
league of Leagues Saturday night is­ 
sued a declaration of a general strike 
to begin immediately and consequent­ 
ly. by an imperial ukase published 
Sunday morning, all governors gen­ 
eral, governors and prefects through­ 
out the empire who are cut off by tel­ 
egraph are clothed with almost dic­ 
tatorial powers, being authorized with­ 
out consulting St. Petersburg, to de­ 
clare a state of siege and, lf neces­ 
sary, even martial law. 
As most of 
the provincial authorities are reaction­ 
ary officials of the old regime, the ad­ 
vantage they will take of such power 
to terrorize the populace can be easily 
imagined, they being in position to 
become petty tyrants and wage war 
each in his own particular fashion 
against the revolutionists. 
Although 
practically all the ring­ 
leaders of the proletariat organization 
were arrested Saturday night, the re­ 
sourcefulness of the council of work­ 
men was proved by the fact that in 
less than an hour a new council, the 
head of which is M. Lenient, editor 
of New Life, had replaced the old and 
elected officers. 
The editors of the 
newspapers suspended for publishing 
the proletariat organization’s manifes­ 
to including the fatuous M. Hessen of 
the Prsvo. were with the single excep­ 
tion of Prof. Mihtkoff, who managed to 
evade arrest, taken into custody. 
M. 
Soworin, editor of .he Russ, furnished 
$5,000 bail and was released. 
In addition to the general strike, It 
is expected that 
the revolutionaries 
will have recourse to the old methods 
of fighting the government. 
It is stat­ 
ed that tho terrorist organization held 
a meeting in the small hours of Sun­ 
day morning. 
Count Witte’s life is considered to 
be in danger and the annex of the 
place where he is residing is heavily 
guarded. 
The most significant news comes 
from Tsarskoe Helo, where in view of 
the resolution of the government to 
put its foot down on the strike, a reg­ 
ular campaign is being conducted with 
the purpose of firing the loyalty of the 
guard regiments. 
Each day a regi­ 
ment from St. Petersburg is reviewed 
and addressed by Emperor Nicholas 
and with much ceremony his majesty 
passes up and down the lines and 
speaks personally to officers and men. 
The Grand Duke Nicholas is present 
at all these ceremonies. 
The govern­ 
ment has chosen a desperate moment 
to repress the proletariat. 
It is fight­ 
ing for its life in the Hallie region, 
where a revolt is admitted to he in 
full blast with almost a practical cer­ 
tainty that lf it cannot be crushed its 
flames will spread to Pol md. 
The 
native population of the ancient king­ 
dom of Lithuania is made up of a 
hardy and 
headstrong people, who, 
having raised the banner of revolt, 
will fight to the hitter end. 
The gov­ 
ernment has succeeded in restoring 
cable communication abroad, hut it is 
utterly unable to guarantee how long 
it will be a tile to keep the cables in 
operation. 
A report that Count Witte has re­ 
signed is in circulation, but it is false. 
It may, however, become true at any 
moment, as Genera! Count Alexis Ig- 
natieff is being held in reserve. 
It is 
the opinion of many liberals as well 
as revolutionaries that “with the first 
discharge of cannon Count Witte will 
| go.” 
They say It matters little wheth­ 
er the premier is or is not in .sympathy 
I with the policy of reaction, he cannot 
shirk responsibility for it. 
A prom- j 
j inent 
personage said: 
“The step j 
taken toward reaction m arks the bo- 
| ginning of tho end. and the policy 
| which has been inaugurated is bound 
; to fail. 
The government’s task will 
not bo merely tho arrest of a small 
group of leaders, but that of tho whole 
population. 
Tho Flowers conferred on 
the provincial authorities by tho Im­ 
perial ukase is tantamount to a dec­ 
laration of martial law throughout the 
country, and the irresponsible acts of 
repression which the officers of the 
old regime will be sure to commit 
when let loose can only serve to fan 
tfce fames.**
